3—U.S. military forces in 


Viet Nam should be put at the 
disposal of (he new govern- 
ment to be used as "bargain- 
ing counlers" in negotiations 
with Ihe Viet Cong.

would honor its commitments, 
and leave it to the South 
Vietnamese to interpret them 
to end the war. 


4—The ultimate goal would 


be withdrawal of U.S. forces 
from Viet Nam. lo be coor- 
dinated with the progress of 
negotiations 
between 
the 


South Vietnamese government 
and the Viet Cong. 


Military Policy 


Pending withdrawal. U.S. 


military policy would consist 
of three' points, according to 
Morgenlhau. 


1—Bombing of North Viet

Jhat the wall and the adjoin- 
ing barbed wire fences that 
encircled West Berlin have 
achieved their primary pur- 
pose. What was once a flood 
of fleeing refugees has been 
reduced lo a trickle.

Bcloic the wall. West Berlin 


wa; an open hatch for refu- 
gees already barred by ;a- 
Jix?ls and barbed wire from 
crossing the West German 
frontier 110 miles away. Refu- 
gees came to East Berlin and 
simply crossed over, provided 
they 'were willing to leave 
behind everything they could 
not cany. 


They came by the hundreds 


of thousands. 


Even after the wall, they 


fccpl coming—through tunnels 
under the wall and in cars 
and trucks to smash through 
the wall. They climbed the 
wall, crawled inch by inch 
past guards, dogs, watchtow- 
ers, trip wires and patrols, or 
swam border streams, often 
in the hafl of bullets. At the 


very beginning, people jumped 
over from buildings at the 
border, some to their deaths. 
As the risks went up. the 
numbers who came

The Saturday before that

Concrete Curtain

II the Shoe Fits ... 


The Oshkosh Northwestern 
apparently 


Is trying to rekindle the old Winnebago- 
Outagamie airport controversy. \Ve find 
this surprising. We would think this i§ an 
Issue the Northwestern would want to keep 
buried in its deepest cellar. 


For among those who can be blamed 


for the existence of side-by-side airports 
here, the Oshkosh leadership and especial- 
ly the Northwestern are first in line. 


'When the decisive argument was raging 


back in 1960-61. The Post-Crescent pub- 
lished the Oshkosh paper's editorials along 
with its own (see adjoining columns), and 
invited the Oshkosh 
publishers to do 


likewise. They never did. Thus The Post- 
Crescent's subscribers read both sides of 
the controversy; the Northwestern'! read- 
ers were exposed to only one side. 


The basic history is fairly simple, and 


we repeat it for the benefit of newcomers 
to the area. In 1960 Oshkosh had a fairly 
good airport, with something around $1 
million invested, and fairly good service 
from North Central Airlines. Applelon had 
a completely inadequate airport, with a 
considerably smaller investment, and less 
adequate service from North Central. 


But Appleton held a key card, which 


balanced Oshkosh's lead in facilities and 
service. 
The 
Applelon-Neenah-iMenasha 


complex (the Fox Cities) provided about 
twice 
the 
number 
of 
passengers 
as 


Oshkosh. Thus the better facility and 
service were in one place, and most of the 
market in another. 


Outagamie County went to Oshkosh 


and said, in effect, "Let's not fight. Let's 
get together and build a common airport 
to serve the whole area. We'll build it 
somewhere between Oshkosh and the Fox 
Cities." 


Oshkosh said "No!" It wouldn't even 


cooperate in a study to see if the idea was 
feasible. And leading the chorus of "Noes" 
was the Northwestern. It §ald "No" so 
many times and in *o many ways that we 
became concerned Jest the letters "N" and 
"0" on its typesetting machines wear out. 


Appleton leader* pleaded. Outagamie 


County pleaded. Neenah-Menasha pleaded, 
the consultant pleaded wilh Oshkosh to 
listen to reason. Th» Oshkosh leaders, with 
the Northwestern urging them on. turned 
a deaf ear and started a desperate rush to 
pour millions of local and federal money 
Into Its airport, so there could be no 
turning bsck. 


Years later, after a lengthy hearing, the 


Civil Aeronautics Board announced, as if it 
were a new idea, that a common airport 
between Oshkosh and the Fox Cities was 
the answer. By that time it was too late. 
Oshkosh was expanding its airport as fast 
as it could, and Oulagamie County had had 
to build a new airport of its own. 


Neenah-Menasha, as usual, was caught 


in the middle. Providing over half of 
Winnebago County's tax base but with less 
than half the votes, it has had to help 
finance an airport south of Oshkosh, while 
most of its people will use the closer 
airport at Appleton. The Neenah-Menasha 
supervisors protested and pleaded, but the 
Oshkosh juggernaut rolled over them. 


It is a sad. even sordid story, and we 


cannot understand why the Northwestern 
should want to rake over the coals. For the 
Northwestern, above all, must Jive with the 
knowledge that It was one of the chief 
instigators of a community b?ttle 
that 


never should have taken place, and' a 
reckless waste of the taxpayers' money.

and organized religion in general are wont

But the enthusiasm which 
the breath of ecumenicalism, especially 
advanced by Pope John, has brought in 
this country indicates that the move was 
long past due and that it is highly 
welcome.

among different denominations and clearly 
filmed, not at conversion of each other so 
much as understanding. The tensions and 
antagonisms have noticeably disappeared 
or been reduced. Certainly it is a far

In a slum area in Kansas City, a church 


is being built to serve the fifteen thousand, 
generally deprived people who live within 
a few blocks of its doors.

When L«n Wagner of the Green Bay Press-Gazetie 


wrote some week* ago that hor*e show* In general were 
"society picnic*," ther« wer» outcries among some of the 


participant* who have been trying for years 
to get horse show result* on the sport pages 
of their family newspaper*. Almost alone 
among newspaper*, the New York Times 
doe* *o run them and even has a weekly 
column during much of the year on horse 
show doing*, especially those related to 
jumping. 


But the general Impression remains

either that horse show* are just excuses 


to show off finery and expensive nag* and homehow or 
other to emulate Mr*. Jacqueline Kennedy or they are 
filled with cowboy carnival types, refugees from some 
midwestern rodeo. 


After a few year* of off and on participation ! nmst 


concede the point that th*>r« Is just a little bit of truth 
In both ideas. But horse show* «t their best do share the 
"positive virtue* of courage, patience, good temper, and 
unselfishness" which the American Horse Shows Associa- 
tion rule book says are the hallmark of the sportsman's 
code. 


The big trouble 1* that horse shows are seldom "at 


their best" and the fault is not that of the nags. 


To some extent horse show competition, whether It Is 


Saddleseat Equitation In top hat and formal attire or 
junior pole bending, has run into the same sort of diffi- 
culty that plagues the Little League and the Cub Scouts 
— parents. There is nothing Intrinsically wrong in the 
desire of a mother or father to see offspring triumph in a 
lot of fields. But when it mean* the victory of unsports- 
manlike conduct through questionable maneuvers, pres- 
sure upon judges and even the buying of more and more 
expensive equipment and less and less work from the 
youngsters themselves for whatever It is they feel to be 
successful, the whole thing makes a mockery of honest 
competition. 


While it may bring tears and disillusion to the young- 


sters who honestly do intend to rely upon the perform- 
ance of the horse and rider, the real damage of course 
is done to the youngster encouraged to win by fluke or. 
foul. And all the kids would be far better off in a game 
of unsupervised sandlot ball, their own variety of cowboy 
and Indians, or galloping * pony of no pedigree and less 
conformation across a pasture than watching adults doing 
their best to get around regulations while paying them 
lip service. 


There are some events which avoid such evasion be- 


cause anyone in the audience, as well as the participants, 
can readily total up the points. These include speed and 
time events such as barrel racing and pole bending where 
disqualification or added time comes from knocking over 
the obstacles, and a couple of stop watches record the 
competitive times. 
They also include most jumping 


events which are determined according to obstacles hit or 
knocked down, depending upon the rules of a particular 
class. 


But in many other events •— the great majority — 


such as Western Pleasure. Five Gaited, Working Hunter 
and the four types of horsemanship classes, the decision 
is that of usually only one judge. 


And it is very easy to cry "fix!" Jn such events — 


quietly of course and so as not to break any stated un- 
sportsmanlike conduct rules.

What horse shows may need are more Judges per 


event — but they come high. Perhaps there ought to be 
more crowd approval or disapproval of decisions instead 
of efforts to buy the judge a drink or corner him for an 
explanation. But this.might devolve into how many rela- 
tives one had in the crowd. 


Anyway it's a fun sort of thing, once it is over, the 


ribbon — of whatever hue — carried home, the tempers 
soothed, the tears wiped away and the sweat scraped off. 


At least that's what we keep telling ourselves, year 


after year when we always go back for more.

(3) In 
hot weather, practice sched- 
ules should be carefully grad- 
uated, starting with a number 
of non-contact workouts. (4) 
Coaches and players alike 
should be alert for signs of 
heat illness — such as lethar- 
gy, awkwardness or unusual 
fatigue. The committee's Dr.

Last year the cottontail rabbit 


season opened in November.

season on Oct. 22. 


These and other season regu- 


ations were set for 1966 by the 
Conservation Commission. Prior 
o this they weie acted upon by 
he counties at the April Hear- 
ngs and the Conservation Con- 
gress. 


Most of the regulations follow 


a pattern of past years, how- 
ever, as indicated above, there 
are some changes. 


The early bear season will 


now be expanded over much of 
he norlh.

The basic buck season will be

RIPON — The 
November 


election is three months away, 
but here in the Sixth Congres- 
sional District the two candi- 
dates 
are 
campaigning 
as 


though the election were tomor- 
row. 


Rep. John Race (D-Fond du 


Lac), the incumbent, and chal- 
lenger William Stieger (R-Osh- 
kosh) are spending many hours 
campaigning throughout "the dis- 
trict. 


Race, a freshman congress- 


man, is facing tough competi- 
tion 
in Steiger 
in what is 


normally a Republican district. 


This year Race and Steiger 


each will have available, ac- 
cording to private estimates, 
from $75.000 to $100.000. 


Birthplace of GOP 


This is the birthplace of the 


Republican Party. Race is a 
Democrat, the first to win here 
in 28 years. 


In Election Year 1966, Race's 


fight to defend his foothold is a 
struggle of national significance. 


Race is one of 47 Democrats 


who replaced Republicans in the 
House two years ago. The 
Johnson landslide helped elect 
them. In turn they brought the 
Johnson administration its over- 
whelming control of Congress. 


"I'd say 20 to 30 crucial issues 


have 
been 
decided 
on 
the 


freshman vote," Race said. 


For Democrats the measure 


of that congressional control is 
at slake this year in those same 
districts dominated in the past 
by Republicans. 


Survival at Stake 


At stake for Republicans is 


what their leaders have called 
the survival of the two-party 
system. There is little question 
which party's health is 
the 


object of their concern. 


Race is 52, a big man, beefy 


and earthy, with red hair and 
red 
face. For 21 years he 


worked the night shift at a Fond 
du Lac factory before he had 
enough seniority to see sunlight. 


Steiger, a state assemblyman, 


is 28. lean and blond with button- 
down collar. He was elected to 
the State Legislature the same 
year lie was graduated from 
college. He has never lost at the 
polls. 


Both parties will pour much 


money and manpower into the 
battle. In the end. though, it will 
be a duel between two men 
against a homespun backdrop of 
wavering uncertain issues. 


Campaigns Weekends 


Race begins a weekend of 


campaigning at the red brick 
post office in the quiet college 
town of Ripon. Half a block 
down the street is the white, 
wooden one-room schoolhouse 
where Alvan E. Bovay called 
the meeting where the Republi- 
can Parly was 
founded 112 


years ago. 


A balding banker in shirt 


sleeves is among half a dozen 
men awaiting Race's arrival. 
The United States should get out 
of Viet Nam. the banker argues. 


"The majority of the people in 


this district believe we should 
go in there with our hip boots 
and get it over with." Race 
snaps back. 


The banker is the first person 


with whom Race talks. In a 
three-day swing through the 
district, he is the last one who 
mentions Viet Nam. 


The next question is on tax 


deductions, the third on the 
grading of shelled peas. 


Race has an unvarnished view 


of the public and its attitude 
toward issues. "People want 
something for themselves: it's 
not foolish spending." he likes 
to say. "If it doesn't affect 
them, then it's foolish 
spend- 


ing." 
.-.Re-election hinges, Race be- 


lieves, on what he has been able 
to do for the people of his 
district. 


In post 
office appearances 


throughout the area he holds 
court for people with problems. 
His office writes 250 letters a 
week answering voters" inquir- 
ies. His campaign malchbooks 
proclaim. "Your 'Get Things 
Done' Congressman." 


Close Outcome '' 


In 1964 Race won with just 


50.8 per cent of the vole against 
a seven-term Republican con- 
gressman. In his first year in 
Washington Race came home 32 
weekends. This year he hasn't 
missed a weekend back among 
the voters since January. 


The campaign trail takes him 


to hand-shaking stops outside 
supermarkets and factories, to 
farms and union meetings, to an
